SUPREME COURT KILLS 
BAR EDUCATION REPORT 


Disapproves 3 Recommenda- 
tions Stiffening Require- 
ments for Becoming Lawyer 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 21—A 
report of the Committee on Legal 
Education and Admission to the 
Bar recommending three changes 
tightening requirements was dis- 
approved by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri today. The court made 
no comment, simply noting “disap- 
proved.” 

The bar committee, headed by R. 
B. Caldwell of Kansas City, who 
is also chairman of the State Board 
of Law Examiners, made these rec- 
ommendations: 

That two years’ college training 
be requiréd as a prerequisite to the 
study of law. The present rule is 
that the student must have the 
equivalent of two years’ college 
training, 

That no student entering law 
school after Sept. 1, 1939, be eligi- 
ble to take the State bar examina- 
tion unless the school is classed as

That law office training shall not 
be recognized as qualifying a stu- 
dent for taking the bar examination 
after Sept. 1, 1940.

gram to step forward for some 
of the new one billion dollars 
PWA expects to get. 

Although the new PW A $445,- 
000,000 spending and $555,000,000 
lending program, recommended by 
President Roosevelt to aid business, 
has. not been authorized by Con- 
gress, Ickes suggested today that 
the public bodies get busy. 

“If I were doing it,” the admin- 
istrator said, “I would start look- 
ing around right now to see how 
soon I could get started.” 

He explained that 3400 PW A 
projects approved but pigeon-holed 
last summer for lack of funds could 
use all but $5,000,000 of the $445,- 
000,000 of PWA gift money which 
the President proposed. These proj- 
ects, which would cost one billion 
dollars. with local contributions, 
probably would have preferred stat- 
us, Ickes added. “The Congress 
very probably would want it that 
way,” he said. 

Ickes emphasized that in advance 
of action by .Congress, the state, 
city and other public organizations 
could not take definite action, but 
he suggested they get their plans 
shaped up for whatever revisions 
might be n 

There is need for early action 
by contract holders, he said, be- 
cause the President wants the proj- 
ects started within three months 
and completed within 18 months.

Tells Educators “Messiah Complex”

Bishop Aloysius J. Muench of Far- 
go, N. D., told the National Catho- 
lic Education Association today 
that preparation for the priesthood 
should include frequent warning to 
steer clear of partisan politics.

It was granted, said Rosen, on the 
express condition that Whitney 
wuold disclose the loan to his broth- 
er, George. Four days later Rich- 
ard Whitney & Co. became insol- 
vent, and the loan has not been re- 
paid. Rosen stated that his firm is 
a member of the stock exchange. 
One-Day Loan of $150,000. 
William Clark Langley of W. C. 
Langley & Co., a member of the 
stock exchange, stated that on Sept. 
27, 1937, his firm made Whitney an 
unsecured loan of 3150,000 for one 
day, which the broker repaid on 
Sept. 28. Whitney represented that 
one of his loans had been called, 
and had to be settled that ‘day. 
About the middie of last Febru- 
ary,. continued Langley, Whitney 
told him he wanted to borrow some 
money, without specifying the 
amount, to meet another loan that 
had been called.. The witness said 
he had heard no rumors about 
Whitney’s affairs, but refused his 
application. “I told Mr. Whitney,” 
the witness shouted belligerently, 
“that we had done him a favor 
once, and didn’t think we should 
be asked to do it again.” 


Last Days of Whitney & Co. 


Before adjourning to this city, 
S E C examiners in Washington, 
late yesterday afternoon, drew from 
Francis D. Bartow, Morgan part- 
ner in charge of lending, a thrill- 
ing narrative of his activities in 
Richard Whitney’s behalf during 
the three days preceding his firm’s 
bankruptcy. These included an in- 
terview with J. P. Morgan at his 
country estate in Glen Cove, L. I. 

Bartow said he was playing 
bridge at the exclusive Links Club, 
on the afternoon of March 5, when 
Richard Whitney telephoned that 
he wanted to see me as soon as 
possible.” The witness suggested 
that he stop by the club on his way 
uptown from his office. The broker 
did so, and the two men sat down 
to talk. Whitney took from his 
pocket and opened a sheet of paper 
covered with figures, and opened 
the conversation with the state- 
ment: “I’m in a jam.” 

“Wait a minute,” Bartow said he’ 
interrupted. “Is your idea in talk- 
ing to me to borrow money?” 
“Yes,” said Whitney. 

“Then there’s nothing doing,” was 
the answer. 


Bartow Bars Confidences. 
Whitney proceeded that the sit- 
uation of his brokerage firm, Rich- 
ard Whitney & Co., was coming up 
the next Monday before the Busi- 
ness Conduct Committee of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

“Stop right there!” commanded 
Bartow, who then suggested that 
Whitney impart any confidences he 
had to make to his lawyer, Ran- 
dolph Mason. Whitney rolled up 
his paper and left. Bartow returned 
to his bridge game. 
The witness continued with a 
pronounced Southern accent, that 
he was afraid he had been rather 
“impatient” with Whitney. This 
rose from the fact that about a 
month earlier George Whitney ap- 
plied to J. P. Morgan & Co. for a 
loan to his brother of $700,000, that 
Bartow refused to recommend it 
without a “completely audited 
statement” of Richard Whitney’s 
affairs, that such a report had 
been promised, and had never been 
delivered.

pledged, and tell the business con- 
duct committee on Monday that 
there are no irregularities in my 
office.” 


Bartow said he declined to com- 
mit himself regarding the proposed 
loan until he had obtained legal 
advice. He telephoned to John W. 


and asked whether Davis would 
talk to him later that night on a 
matter of importance.” Davis is 
senior partner of the law firm of 
Davis, Polk, Wardwell, Gardiner & 
Reed, cotinsel to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Davis’ reply was yes. Then, Bar- 
tow related, he had supper at the 
club with Whitney and Mason. 

Bartow motored to Glen Cove, 
and laid his information before 
Davis. “I stressed two points,” 
said the witness. “First, that Rich- 
ard Whitney had confessed to using 
securities belonging to three cus- 
tomers, and that he wanted to bor- 
row $280,000.” The lawyer's reply, 
according to Bartow, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Under the circumstances, neither 
you nor anyone else should or could 
do anything. Any action you might 
take would run the risk of being 
misconstrued or misinterpreted:” 

“All right,” answered Bartow, “I 
accept your advice.” But he asked 
whether it would be proper for him 
‘to see Charles R. Gay, president of 
the stock’ exchange, and ask him 
to postpone the business conduct 
committee’s hearing for 24 or 48 
hours. Davis responded, said the 
witness: “I see no reason why you 
should not.” 

Gay Refuses Delay. 

Bartow drove back to New York 
and telephoned Gay to join him at 
the Metropolitan Club. Gay did so, 
bringing with him William H. Jack- 
son, a partner of the law firm of 
Carter, Ledyard and Milburn, at- 
torneys for the Stock Exchange. 
Mason also was present. The wit- 
ness said he requested that the 
Monday hearing be delayed until 
Morgan auditors could go over 
Whitney’s books. Jackson an- 
swered first, and then Gay. Both 
declared that “under no circum- 
stances would a moment's delay be 
granted.” 

Gay stated that the exchange’s

accountants had completed their in- 
vestigation and had their report 
ready. With that, the conference 
broke up. Bartow and Mason re- 
turned to the Links Club, where 
Whitney’s attorney, according to 
the - banker, admitted that “of 
feourse nothing whatever can be 
done.” 

On Sunday morning, Bartow tele- 
phoned two other Morgan part- 
ners, Arthur M. Anderson at-Mount 
Kisco and Charles D. Dickey in 
Philadelphia, outlined to them in a 
general way the events of the day 
before, and asked them to meet him 
at Bartow’s house at 2:30 that aft- 
ernoon. To this conference he 
summoned also Randolph Mason, 
several members of the Morgan 
auditing staff, and F. Kingsley 
Rodewald, a partner of Richard 
Whitney & Co. The banker next 
telephoned his senior partner, J. 
P. Morgan, and asked for an ap- 
pointment at noon. Then Bartow 
motored a second time to Glen 
Cove. 

Only One Course Open. 

J told Mr. Morgan,” he related, 
“the events of the preceding day 
and night, and repeated to him the 
opinion of Mr. Davis. Mr. Morgan 
was shocked beyond measure, but 
said that, in his judgment, no 
course was open save te follow the

conference ended, 


“Late that afternoon,” continued 
the witness, “I decided it was high 
time I got in touch with George 
Whitney.” He is a brother of Rich- 
ard Whitney and a senior Morgan 
partner. 80 Bartow telephoned 
George Whitney at Palm Beach, 
Fia., and told him “as fully as I 
could” all that had occurred. Whit- 
ney, according to Bartow, first ex- 
claimed My God!” and then insist- 
ed on returning at once to New 
York. “I urged him not to,” said 
Bartow, “as nothing could be done.” 

On Sunday night, Bartow ar-

CAPT. JAMES E. KENNEDY: 


CAPT. J. KENNEDY 
W MAN, RETIRES 


Superintendent of U. S. En- 
gineer Corps in Service 
for 46 Years. 


Capt. James E. Kennedy, super- 
intendent of transportation in the 
United States Engineers’ Corps, re- 
tired today after 46 years of service 
on the Mississippi. 

Despite the traditional glitter and 
romance of the river life and his 
own experiences in numerous flood 
disasters, Capt. Kennedy, who was 
70 years old yesterday, sat in his 


home at 3521 Chippewa street and 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
his tasks on the army boats plying 
the Mississippi from Chester to 
Cairo were all hard work.“ 

He admitted that it was neces- 
sary on a few occasions to trim an 
unwieldy member,of a crew with 
his fists, 

Today Capt. Kennedy is a spare 
and reticent figure, unwilling to 
agree with Mark Twain’s belief 
that the steamboat captain’s life 
was the happiest. “In all my experi- 
ences I didn’t have a very good 
opportunity to meet a big variety 
of people and to follow events in 
the world,” he said. 

“Some pilots like to travel in the 
lower waters and visit cities like 
New Orleans, but Mrs. Kennedy 
and I would prefer a trip to Flor- 
ida.” 

Capt. Kennedy was born in San 
Francisco, was left an orphan at 
an early age and migrutec to 
Syracuse, N. Y., where he attend- 
ed the public sehools. When he 
was 23 years old he joined the 
Engineers’ Corps as a construction 
worker, moving up through the 
ranks to become foreman, over- 
seer, master of vessels and finally, 
superintendent of transportation. 
He is a civilian employe and claims 
his rank of captain is by courtesy 
in that he was a master of ves- 
sels. 

In 1892, when his career in St. 
Louis began, he noticed a decline 
in river shiping. The extension of 
railroads into the South and tłeir 
competitive rate policies serously 
affected the river interests. 

In 1903 he took part for the first 
time in flood relief work on a 
major scale. The next floods that 
stand out in his memory were those 
of 1913. The worst he had seen, he 
said, were those of 1927. 

All the snagbdats he commanded 
have been dismantled, although the 
Horatio G. Wright, an old towboat 
of which he once had charge, is 
still operating on the Missouri 
River. 


TWO BROTHERS ACQUITTED

After forcing approximately 550 
W P A workmen to abandon street 


paving and drainage jobs yester- 
day, 200 of the demonstrators 
crowded into the relief office, at 
Eighth street and Broadway, where 
a committee presented their com- 
plaint to John Rogers, Township 
Relief Administrator. 

The committee, headed by John 
Glass, business agent of Local 100 
of the Hodcarriers, Building and 
Common Laborers’ Union, ex- 
plained that the union was de- 
manding W P A work for its mem- 
bers who are employed on private 
construction several days a month 
and, therefore, have been declared 
ineligible for relief and WP A 
certification. Glass declared the 
earnings of the union men are in- 
sufficient to support a family and 
he estimated that 400 members and 
their families are actually desti- 
tute. a 


Rogers stated he could not sus- 
d regulations of the relief and 
PA organizations, which specify 

that an applicant must he without 
means of subsistence or income: to 
be eligible for a job. He agreed 
to investigate each case presented 
and to certify for WPA work all 
men coming within the regulation. 
The investigation began this morn- 
ing with five extra investigators 
on duty at the relief offices, to 
which union men were sent in 
groups from the headquarters of 
Local 100. 


During the conference with Rog- 
ers union speakers demanded that 
“red tape” be abolished in the ad- 
ministration of relief. The speak- 
ers added that the situation threat- 
ened to break up the union. 

In addressing the WPA workers 
at their jobs, union leaders request- 
ed co-operation in obtaining assist- 
ance for unemployed A. F. of L. 
men. In several instances Negro 
WPA employes replied that many 
unions barred their race from mem- 
bership. 

Jobs on which work was resumed 
today are at Fifteenth street and 
Nectar avenue, Main street and 
Broadway, Thirty-sixth street and 
North Park drive, Thirty-sixth and 
Bent avenue, Fourteenth street and 
Trendley avenue, and in Lake Park 
and Washington Park. 

The job at Main and Broadway 
is directly in front of the union 
hall. Many union members, wait- 
ing their turn to go to the relief 
office, loitered on the sidewalk and 
Watched 45 Negroes working. Po- 
licemen armed with gas and smoke 
bombs and riot guns sat in scout 
cars nearby. Forty officers, two- 
thirds of the entire force, were on 
WPA duty despite the truce ar-

BROKERS’ INDICTMENT 
SOUGHT IN GrICAGD 


Prosecutor Goes Before Grand 
Jury; Three Held Under 
$300,000 Bond. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 21.—Prosecutor 
C. Vernon Thompson presented evi- 
dence before a grand jury today 
seeking indictments in connection 
with the collapse of Hoagland & 
Allum Co., Inc., investment house, 
in which investigators estimated 
customers lost at least $750,000. 
Three officers of the company, 
George F. Allum, president; O. A. 
Larsen, vice-president, and Henry 
A. Engel, secrcetary-treasurer, are 
held in jail in lieu of $300,000 bond 
each on embezzlement warrants: 

Clarence C. Walker, State’s At- 
torney’s auditor, said today the de- 
funct brokerage firm had assets 
of about $1000, principally the fur- 
nishings of its La Salle street of- 
fices. 

He said an audit showed that the 
company began to lose money in 
1932 and had annual expenses of 
$175,000 to $200,000, including $80.- 
000 rental for its Chicago and New 
York offices, employe salaries of 
$75,000 and four executives’ Sal- 
aries of $8000 to $10,000 each, 

State investigators continued 
questioning losing investors and rel- 
atives of the firm’s executives. 

Walker said four executives drew 
salaries totaling $140,000 during five 
years since 1932, as follows, Allum, 
$48,000; Engel, $33,000; Larsen, $31,- 
000, and the late Russell W. Brown, 
a vice-president, $28,000. Brown 
was found dead of carbon monox- 
ide April 13, the day before the 
collapse. 

Walker said funds to pay salaries, 
expenses and periodical dividends 
to investors were obtained by sell- 
ing or pledging for loans bonds 
and stocks that had been turned 
over to the firm for safekeeping.

Tells Senate He Fears U.S. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 21. — Sen- 


ator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, gut 


attacked the Naval Expansion Bill 
today with the assertion that “se 
sound national credit is just as vital 


‘la part of the national defense as 


a navy.“ N 

Vandenberg addressed the Senate 
shortly after Senator Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, renewing his fight 
on the $1,156,546,000 bill, declared 
that thére appéared to be a “large 
degree of understanding between 
the Navy and private firms in the 
shipbuilding field.” 

J have come to the conclusion,” 
said Vandenberg, “that we are not 
entitled to put this billion-dollar 
burden on the backs of the people. 

“The specter of national bank- 
ruptcy is far more realistic and 

more dangerous than any as- 
sault on our shores.” 

He declared there was “no pros- 
pective hazard, if we mind our own 
business, to justify this super-super 
navy.” 

Asserting nearly every American 


unk the rest of the world has 
gone mad as to armament races, 


he added: 


“I submit that the world would 


be no less mad because we asso- 
ciated ourselves with this insanity.” 

Later, the Senate suspended de- 
bate on the expansion measure long 
enough to complete congressional 
action of the $546,8666,000 regular 
Navy Appropriation Bill for the 
fiscal year beginning July. It now 
goes to the White house for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's signature. 

The action was taken by approv- 
ing a compromise between Senate 
and House approved naval appro- 
priation bills. The House took the 
same action earlier, 

Nye Tells of Arms Inquiry. 

Citing testimony taken by his 
Munitions Committee during an in- 
vestigation several years ago, Nye 
asserted that no one could “honest- 
ly” study the record of the last 
three or four years without con- 
cluding there was at least some ba- 
sis for his contention. 

He added that the “understand- 
ing” went so far that “the naval 
establishment has gone hand in 
hand with the munitions makers 
over the face of the globe, helping 
them effect sales of American-made 
munitions to other nations.” 

Before Nye took the floor, Major- 
ity Leader Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, obtained unanimous consent 
for the Senate to recess until Mon- 
day after its session today. 

A review by Nye of some of the 
evidence obtained by the Munitions 
Committee evoked from Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, a criticism 
that the committee inquiry had 
been “unfair” to naval officials be- 
cause it “accepted at face value” 
a number of “unfounded and un- 
warranted charges.” 

. Reads Shipbuilder’s Letter. 

The Munitions ‘Committee, Con- 
nally contended, listened to “insinu- 
ations and slander” about the Navy 
Department without asking the of- 
ficials involved to reply to the 
charges. 

Nye said he could not recall 
whether the Navy officers were 
asked to appear in their own de- 
fense, but declared they “had every 
chance to appear and deny the 
charges if they chose.” 

“They did not choose to do so,” 
he declared. 

Nye read a letter by C. L. Bardo, 
president of the New York Ship- 
building Co., to stockholders, which 
he said Bardo had identified at Mu- 
nitions Committee hearings. 

The letter said unnamed naval 
officials had urged shipbuilding 
companies to “agree” on what they 
would bid on, and had expressed a 
preference for having certain work 
done in private yards. In the same 
letter, Bardo made a forecast as to 
what would be the result of Navy 
awards. 

Connally declared Nye was will- 
ing to accept an “unsworn state- 
ment in a letter” from a man who 
was a “gonspirator and trying to 
loot the Treasury” as the basis for 
condemning the Navy Department. 

“It is not fair,” Connally said. 


New Proposal Supported. 

Senate opponents threw. their 
support today to a proposal to re- 
quire the Government to manu- 
facture its own armaments. 

Both sponsors and opponents of 
the bill said Senate debate probab- 
ly would continue another week. 
Speechmaking is being carried on 
largely by opponents. 

Nye said Government production 
of war supplies could be estab- 
lished at a cost of only $42,000,000. 

“That would remove the pressure 
occasioned by the desire for the 
profit that is available through pre- 
parednéss programs and arma- 
ment races,” he said, “It would 
aid materially in taking the United 
States out of armament races and 
keep us interested only in main- 
taining national defense.” 

Nye said he might offer the pro- 
posal, originally put forward by his 
Munitions Committee, as an amend- 
ment to the Naval bill. Should 
this fail, he said he probably would 
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starting “a new and 
naval race” if it built 46 000 con 
battleships. 

He said he had delivered to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt a letter setting 
forth his views and asking that 
the United States seek first to reach 
an agreement with Japan and other 
Powers on a 35,000-ton limit.

NASHVILLE, Tenn, April 21.— 
The Board of Missions of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, South, vot- 
ed today to press claims against the 
Japanese Government for damage 
to and use of its missionary prop- 
erty in China. 

The action followed a report to 
the board by Dr. W. G. Cram, gen- 
eral secretary, concerning the dam- 
ages. No estimate was made of the 
losses so far. 

Bishop Arthur J. Moore, general 
superintendent of missions in the 
Orient, and Bishop John M. Moore, 
president of the Board of Missions, 
were named on a committee of five 
to “personally present a protest to 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull.” 

Of the property in China, Dr. 
Cram said; 24 buildings Are “in 
ashes and 98 per cent of the re- 
mainder are damaged.” He added 
that the new chapel of Laura Hay- 
good School at Soochow is being 
used as a horse stable and black- 
smith shop.

THAT COULD HAPPEN. The 
double cross has been one of the 
outstanding features of wrestling 
history, whether ancient or mod- 
ern. In comparatively recent 
years it has been employed many 
times and in the most amazing 
ways. 

Usually the double cross occurs 
in matches where the cham- 
pion wrestler, appearing in exhi- 
bitions labeled “championships,” 
is taken by surprise when an ap- 
ponent. seriously attempts to 
throw him. The champion may 
not be in condition. Furthermore, 
he is trusting his opponent to be- 
have. He is at a disadvantage, 
therefore, because his guard is 
down. He could really lose his 
title. It has happened. 

One of the outstanding in- 
stances of a match that had many 
earmarks of a double cross was 
that between Stanislaus Zbyszko 
and Champion Wayne Munn, in 
Philadelphia about 12 years ago. 
Munn, now dead, had thrown Zib- 
by in Kansas City. The Pole was 
working with the Billy Sandow 
group, apparently in perfect ac- 
cord, 

But in Philadelphia he turned 
on the new title-holder and 
flopped him twice with consum- 
mate ease. Munn at the time was 
matched to meet Ed Lewis in a 
return bout, and probably the 
title would have been passed 
back to Lewis then, had not 
Zibby intervened.

had made the imprint. 

Nothing doing. Lewis was in 
enemy country. The title had 
passed and Mr. Lewis, who had 
been handed some of his own 
medicine, was on the outside 
looking in, nce more. Nor did 
it Help soften the Lewis wrath to 
learn that Deglane lost the title 
back to Don George, completing

The Crudest Cross of All. 


LONDOS HIMSELF was the vic- 
tim of one of the crudest title 
transfers in recent history. Lon- 
dos was at that time a title 
claimant by virtue of a victory 
over Dick Shikat and many 
others. He was matched with 
Collegian Joe Savoldi, Notre 
Dame football hero, in Chicago. 

Savoldi was supposed to be 
working with the Londos group 
and for some time had done all 
right. But an Eastern syndicate 
wanted to eliminate Londos and 
the match with Savoldi was the 
medium chosen. The title was 
transferred on a very raw ruling 
by the referee, presumably be- 
cause Savoldi himself hadn’t the 
rene to pin Londos, if he wanted 
0. 

The transfer was so crude that 
few persons accepted Savoldi as 
champion and Londos continued 
on at the head of his group until 
O’Mahony tossed him in Boston. 

* * * 


THE MOST RECENT “surprise” 
of the mat world was the double 
cross of O’Mahony by Dick 
Shikat, who quickly flattened 
the supposedly unbeatable Irish- 
man. 

That cross had a widespread 
effect on wrestling and resulted 
in the exposure in court of many 
wrestling practices and affilia- 
tions. It also changed the course 
of the championship, broke up 
the “happy family” of promoters, 
and started a downward trend 
of wrestling interest in ‘many 
places. 

Perhaps the most conspicuous 
cross attempted in the last 20 
years took place in Los Angeles, 
while Joe Stecher still had the 
title, 

John Pesek was the challen- 
ger and the effort Was at one 
and the same time a success and 
a failure. Pesek flopped the sur- 
prised Stecher twice and was 
patted on the back as the win- 
ner. Later, thé referee “changed 
his mind,” and declared Pesek 
had lost on a foul. 

It’s hard to beat a champion. 

It is impossible to beat the 
champion and the referee too.

A REFINERY STRIKE ENDS 


: for Independent 
Union Objects to Internation- 
al Co. Case Procedure.

HANNIBAL, Mo., April 21.—A 
spirited exchange between Trial 
Examiner David 8. Smith and 
Charlies E. Rendlen, brotherhood 
counsel, enlivened this morning‘s 
session of a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board hearing into charges 
of unfair labor practices against 
the International Shoe Co., in which 
the Western Brotherhood of Shoe 


ent union organized here last year, 
is intervenor. The charges allege 
the brotherhood was “fostered” by 
the company. 

Counsel had sought to bring in 
testimony that investigators of the 
Labor Board had used unethical 


tactics including “getting witnesses 
intoxicated” in obtaining evidence 

while checking up on the charges. 
The examiner ordered tesitmony 

of Marvin Smith stricken from the 


that the investigator had “written 
down answers” he had not given 


to questions. 
Clashes With Examiner. 

The examiner took up the ques- 
tioning and Rendlen objected to 
his questions. “I also object to the 
tone being used as tending to be 
oppressive,” he added. 

Examiner Smith retorted that he 

objected to Rendlen's “tone in mak- 
ing objections.” 
Walker Herrin, a veteran Inter- 
national employe, frankly stated 
that he had told Percy Turner, or- 
ganizer for the Shoe Workers’ Pro- 
tective Association, to leave town 
in 1933. This episode has been re- 
ferred to frequently in testimony. 
Explaining that three nights before 
Turner’s arrival he had heard de- 
famatory charges against company 
officers and suggestions to “settle 
strikes with rocks and bricks,” Her- 
rin said he “boiled over” and when 
Turner arrived he met the organiz- 
er at the railroad station and told 
him to “get out of town, your or- 
ganization is not needed here.” 

Herrin denied striking the or- 
ganizer or that there was use of 
violence by anyone. A police offi- 
cer accompanied the organizer out 
of the crowd that had gathered, he 
said. 

During cross-examination Herrin 
stated that he helped prepare three 
advertisements which were pub- 
lished in a local paper during the 
city campaign in 1935. At that 
time Sinclair Mailand, who has 
been frequently referred to as hay- 
ing been consulted by organizers 
of the Brotherhood, was elected 
Mayor. The advertisements dis- 
cussed the shoe factory labor sit- 
uation, the campaign coming in the 
midst of the difficulties at the plant 
that spring.

Asked by Perl “who else prepared 
the advertisements,” Herrin replied, 
Mr. C. E. Rendlen.“ Rendlen has 
been active in Republican political 
circles for years. 

“Who paid for them?” Perl asked. 

“The Republican City Commit- 
tee,” Herrin replied, adding that 
both he and Rendlen were mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Herrin said that when discussion 
of forming the independent union 
was first broached by some of his 
fellow workers last year he de- 
clared himself against it, giving as 
a reason, “I had been reading about 
so much labor strife elsewhere, such 
as at the Hershey plant, in Penn- 
sylvania.” 

He said that when the group vis- 
ited Supt.

Labor Act probably would hinder 
fleet construction. 

The bill would authorize the Gov- 
ernment to suspend contracts im- 
mediately with a company which 
the Labor Board found had violated 
the law even though the decision 
might go into a. prolonged. court 
fight. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, chief 
of naval operations, told the com- 
mittee in a letter read by Capt. C. 
W. Fisher that the department did 
not object to principles of the bill— 
to improve working conditions—but 
feared there would be “undue in- 
terference with Government busi- 
ness.” 

“The Navy Department objects to 
the bill,” Leahy said, “because if 
enacted into law it might well lead 
to serious and irrecoverable delays 
on construction of war vessels by 
contract.

It has been a curious business. The Judge Pad- 
berg grand jury of December, 1936, refused flatly to 
investigate the frauds, and was later summarily dis- 
missed by Judge Wesley McAfee, an occurrence un- 
precedented in local history. 

The next grand jury, impaneled by Judge Joynt 
and specifically instructed by him to investigate the 
fraud, was powerless to do so after Judge Joynt re- 
versed himself and said it could not look into the 
ballot boxes. The procéeding under which this 
ruling was made was instituted by five dummy plain- 
tiffs. 

When the ensuing grand jury prepared to take up 
the task, it was prevented from doing so by Judge 
O'Malley, who ruled that, though the ballot boxes 
were still actually in existence, they were theoret- 
ically not in existence, because of a law requiring 
their destruction one year following the election. 

It is for the Supreme Court to say whether Judge 
O’Malley’s reasoning is sound. 

If it is not sound, time still remains to proceed 
with the investigation. 

If it is sound, then we should prepare at once to 
change the election laws to preyent in the future 
so absurd a situation as exists at present—that is, 
though the etidence remains intact, it cannot be 
examined by the grand jury. 

This is not an ordinary piece of litigation. It 
involves a great principle. It is a matter of pro- 
found public interest. 

With full appreciation of the heavy duties under 
which the court labors, it is nevertheless submit- 
ted that further delay in rendering a decision, par- 
ticularly in view of the near-expiration of the felony 
statute’s effective period, would be adverse to sound 
public policy. 
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CANADA, TOO. $ 

Canada also is getting ready to prime the pump. 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King is sponsoring a Gov- 
ernment spending program in the sum of $100,000,- 
000, in the hope of restoring “full prosperity.” 

The works include: a hard-surfaced trans-Cana- 
dian highway from coast to coast; national park im- 
provements on a large scale; reforestation; new 
roads to the important mineral districts recently 
discovered; construction of dams for the protection 
of drouth areas. 

The projects are to be self-liquidating. They will, 
it is hoped, ultimately yield revenue far greater 
than the cost. For example, the trans-Canadian 
highway, together with park expansion, is a bid for 
a larger tourist business, which now yields more 
than $200,000,000 annually. They want to raise it 
to half a billion. 

The program is designed to carry out a recom- 
mendation of the National Employment Commis- 
sion that no public relief be afforded to the able- 
bodied unemployed except in return for useful work. 
Comparatively, the Canadian enterprise, covering 
a period of four years, is said to be equivalent to a 
billion-dollar program in the United States. 

In the spirit of the good neighbor, we shall all: 
wish Canada the best of luck in its efforts to make 
the stacks smoke and the wheels whir and the pay 
envelopes resume their regular appearance. And 
while in this cordial mood, we may take note of the 
fact that the Government at Washington is not the 
only pump-primer in our admirable hemisphere. 
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TWO NEW NAZI PUBLIC ENEMIES. 

In addition to the gain in tangible assets, the an- 
nexation of Austria has given the Nazi Government 
some fresh points for formidable propaganda with 
which to impress its subjects. Two new public ene- 
mies of the German state have been created: Kurt 
Schuschnigg, former Chancellor of Austria, and Otto 
von Hapsburg, pretender to the Anstrian throne. 
Both stand accused of high treason, and plans are 
actually being made for trying the ex-Chancellor next 
fall, but Otto has discreetly kept out of the Gesta- 
po’s range. 

The offenses with which these two individuals are 
charged could not conceivably be viewed as crimes 
in a non-dictatorial country. Schuschnigg bowed to 
Hitler's demands at the Berchtesgaden conference, 
but, as an Austrian patriot, tried to preserve his 
country’s formal independence. When he ordered 
a plebiscite on his policies, Hitler sent troops across 
the border. Instead of being grateful for Schusch- 
nigs's peaceful submission, instead of treating a 
fallen opponent with magnanimity, the Fuehrer or- 
ders his confinement and makes political capital from 
his “treachery.” 

Young Hapsburg had continued fo claim sovereignty 
over Austria throughout its days as a Republic with- 
out being denounced as a criminal by his family’s 
successors. He fell under the Nazi ban when he ap- 
pealed to the world to rescue Austria from the in-

End Fear, Mr. President! 


Country’s economic assets are unimpaired, but recession deepens, largely because of 
psychological factors, Southern newspaper says; great need is for renewal of con- 
fidence by ending of Government-business feud; President is urged to inaugurate 
armistice, and opposition to cease its barrage, so the nation can go ahead again.

HERE can be little doubt about it, 

America’s economy today is in a crit- 

ical situation. The national business 
since August, 1937, has had a dewnward 
curve more precipitous than that which fol- 
lowed 1929’s stock market crash. 

The extraordinary thing about the present 
situation, however, is not the almost perpen- 
dicular direction of the curve. It is that 
the “recession”—one continues to use the 
mild word for the stern fact—has arisen 
more from psychic causes than from actual 
economic maladies. Even so, a needless 
psychic fear can have a practical economic 
consequénce, such as causing the shrinking 
of volumes of business and the large-scale 
loss of employment. 

In the current instance, the psychological 
or emotional factor quickly translated itself 
into a real economic wound. The best that 
can be said about it is that, if there be 
effective psychic corrections, recovery can 
come more promptly. | f

Fascist opinion. It’s amazing what 
censorship already exists in En- 
giand against any utterances likely 
to hurt the feelings of the Fascists, 
and, of course, in protecting Fas- 
cists against attacks in the British 


press, the British Government also

President Roosevelt arranged to 
greet the Daughters this afternoon 
and in so doing stirred a ripple of 
excitement among the 4000 dele- 
gates and visitors. 

Mrs. Vinton Earl Sisson, national 
defense chairman of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, in her 
annual report yesterday, urged Sup- 
port of the naval bill. 

She said subversive influences 
have penetrated “even into the 
agencies of Government” and at- 
tempted to enter the ranks of that 
great American institution, the 
American Federation of Labor.” 

She declared there was cause for 
rejoicing “that American labor on 
the whole will have nothing of radi- 
cal dictatorship.” 

She praised individual D. A. R. 
members who “acted spontaneous- 
ly when the check and balance 
system was threatened” by the 
court reorganization bill. 

Such quick action has occurred 
again in the last few weeks, she 
said, “when certain provisions of

Grouping of Furnishings According to Need 
and Use Best Plan in Rectangular 
Workroom.

As long as Americans eat their 


‘customary: three meals a day, the 


kitchen will be one of the most 
important rooms in the house. And 
as long as that is the case, cheer 
and convenience will be the two 
requirements of every kitchen that 
is really satisfactory. 

About this time of the year many 
homemakers are renewing kitchen 
cheer as part of their annual 
spring house cleaning. For cheer 
in a kitchen is made up of such 
details as freshly painted wood- 
work, a pleasant view through 
shining window panes, potted ge- 
raniums on the sill, 

Convenience in a kitchen, on the 


other hand, is more difficult to ar- 
range. It involves getting clearly 
in mind all the routine jobs to be 
done in the kitchen, studying the 
order in which. these jobs are done, 
and then choosing and placing the } 
needed equipment accordingly, 
Kitchen a Workroom. 
It’s along about spring house 
cleaning time that many families 
check up on old kitchens with an 
eye to remodeling, Others look over 
kitchen plans in the blueprint for 
a new house. In either case, there 
are some principles of arrangement 
that apply to old and new kitch- 
ens, whether the equipment is mov- 
able or built in. 
In the first place, a kitchen is a 
workroom, @ place to prepare and 
serve food. Therefore it should 
have a key position in the houge. 
In small houses it should have a 
wall in common with the dining 
room and a door .connecting the 
two rooms. In large houses, the 
connection is often. through a “but- 
jer’s pantry” which has a door both 
on the kitchen and room 
side. From the kitchen it should 
be possible to get quickly to both 
front and back doors, to the cel- 
lar, the stairs and the telephone, 
Kitchens are compact and small 
as possible for efficiency in meal 
preparation, A rectangular kitchen 
is more satisfactory than a square 
one because it is more economical 
of floor space. It must be wide 
enough to allow for placing pieces 
of equipment on both walls. Un 
the stove used is a wood or 
range, the kitchen should not be 
over eight or nine feet wide. : 
Ideally, the kitchen is well venti- 
lated so that odors are carried away 
quickly. It is lighted both natural- 
ly and artificially so that the cook 
never has to work: in her own 
shadow. There are as few doors as 
possible and those are planned so 
that they do not break into work- 
ing spaces. All woodwork and fur- 
nishings are easy to keep clean. 
It is a good idea to arrange the 
different pieces of equipment first 
on a floor plan of the kitchen 
drawn to a scale. This extra plan- 
ning will save a lot of movin busts 
changing about later. And i 
save buying a piece of 2 — 
that will not fit into the spot where 
it should go. 


Consider Uses. 


Arrange kitchen equipment with 
an eye to its uses. -Group furnish- 
ings. that are used for the same 
kind of work near each other. And 
as far as possible have storage 
space near the place where the 
stored articles are used most fre- 
quently. For this purpose several 
—— yeah units are more effi- 
cien an just one ‘all-purpose 
kitchen cabinet. 1 
There are at least four work 
centers in any kitchen, one for pre- | 
paring food to cook, one for cook- 
ing, one for serving, and oné for 
clearing away and washing dishes. 
The food preparation center will 
naturally be around the sink. The 
sink usually is situated somewhere 
near a window, preferably so that 
the light comes over the shoulder 
of the person working at it. If the 
window is in the same wall as the 
sink, it should not be directly in 
front of it unless it is a north wall 
or there is some protection from 
glare. 

Near the sink should be cup- 
boards for knives, stew pans and 
other utensils that are filled with 
water before they go on the stove, 
Sometimes there is also a ventilated 
storage space for small quantities 
of raw vegetables under one of the 
drainboards. Somewhere near the 
sink will be the work table for 
longer mixing jobs, where cakes are 
mixed and desserts concocted. This 
work table has storage space for 
flour and other staple foods needed 
in mixing, for rolling pins, and 
similar equipment. N 

Of course the stove is the cock - 
ing center. Usually it is at a right 
angle to the sink. But it may be 
‘across the room in a narrow kitch- 
en. A small preparation surface

tains storage space for glassware 
and silverware, linen, mats for hot 
dishes, electric toasters, and other 


equipment used in serving a meal. 


A pass cup 
kitchen and the dining room saves 
innumerable steps. In it are shelves 
for storitg dishes and a shelf 
for serving, both accessible from 
kitchex or dining room. Thus both 
in serving and in clearing off the 
table dishes may be passed through 
from room to room without going 
the long way around through the 
door each time, 

The fourth center needed in every 
kitchen ts for dishwashing. This 
also centers around the sink. For 
dishwashing ‘the sink 
should be as near the serving cen- 
ter as possible. It should have a 
flat surface to the iight for stack- 
ing dishes and drainboard to the 
left since dishwashing naturally is 
done from right to left. If dishes 
are stored in a kitchen cupboard 
the best place for this is above the 
left drainboard, or within easy 
reach of it. 

Another piece of equipment in 
most kitchens is a refrigerator. 
Since this in used in many opera- 
tions, preparing, cooking and serv- 
ing food, a central location is best. 

Equipment Should Fit. 

Another’ factor contributing to 
the convenience of a kitchen is the 
way the equipment “fits” the per- 
son who uses it. Right working 
heights minimize stooping and

It said a local institute 
committee on historic buildings, 
which had supervised much earlier 
rebuilding of nature, was not 
consulted and as a result the resto- 
ration’s accuracy “is open to ques- 
tion.” 

William Penn’s Home Cited. 
A project to rebuild William 
Penn’s home at Tullytown, near 
Philadelphia, is based on so little 
historical evidence, the committee 
reported, that the structure reared 
on the site “must be at best a pleas- 
ing fancy, and in the extent to 
which it is convincing to the un- 
scholarly public, an historical falsi- 
fication.” 
Holland expressed the commit- 
tee’s satisfaction with the progress 
of a survey, conducted with W P A 
funds, of old structures in Loui- 
siana, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Maine, New Jersey and California. 
The Public Works Committee pro- 
posed a conference of representa- 
tive lawyers, doctors, engineers, 
architects and other professionals 
to campaign for common objec- 
tives. Among these aims the report 
listed the regulation of the employ- 
ment of professional men by the 
Government. 

Backs Maloney Bill. 

The committee also urged the 
institute to support a bili by Rep- 
resentative Paul Maloney, (Dem.), 
Louisiana, now before Congress to 
permit the selection of architects 
either directly or through competi- 
tion by Federal authorities. 
Best results, the committee ws- 
serted, can be obtained by the Gov- 
ernment in building programs by 
the employment of architects in 
private practice.

AS SHE SPELLS HER WORD. 


Neglected for Several Decades, It 
ls Again Becoming a Great Popular 
Pastime in Schools, at Social 
Gatherings and on the Radio.

éé ICISSITUDE: v-i-s-i-s-s-i- 
Viva. vicissitude.” 
“Wrong. The correct spell- 
ing is v-i-c-i-s-s-i-t-u-d-e. Next is 
amalgamate.” 


Whereupon the luckless speller 
proceeds to his seat to watch the 
next in line struggle with the vicis- 
situdes of orthography, or, in other 
words, go on with the spelling bee. 
Spelled down, he can sit and hope 
—that each contestant in turn will 
miss and be retired, until only one 
is left, the winner. For one of the 
great attractions of spelling bees, 
aside from outspelling all competi- 
tors, is the chance to watch the dis- 
comfiture of others as they squirm 
and sputter and go down to defeat. 


It’s all in good fun, however, for 
spelling bees have become again a 
great popular pastime after a cou- 
ple oi decades of neglect and are 
cropping up in schools, social gath- 
erings, community get-togethers, on 
the radio and at house parties. 
Adults as well as youngsters are 
trying their skill at doubling final 
consonants before suffixes begin- 
ning with vowels and putting “I” 
before KE“ after L“ as in Alice. 
Rules are flexible, the only equip- 
ment needed is a standard diction- 
ary, and age has no importance. 
Grandma is likely to be better than 
mother and father, who were trained 
under an educational system that 
made spelling secondary, while in 
her day spelling was a mark of 
“learning.” And spelling bees then 
were important. 


They really started back in the 
days of log schoolhouses in pioneer 
settlements, where textbooks were 
few and “larnin’” was chiefly abil- 
ity to read, and when forms of en- 
tertainment were few. Through the 
era of the “little red schoolhouse” 
they continued, until, a generation 
ago, new methods of teaching rele- 
gated the “Three R’s” to compara- 
tive obscurity, and with them spell- 
ing importance. 

While now spelling bees are es- 
sentially an indoor sport, formerly 
they were both an indoor and an 
outdoor recreation, depending on 
the nature of the gathering. When 
school picnic or barbecue lagged of 
an afternoon in the rural sections, 
“let's have a spellin’ bee” was a 
sure-fire suggestion for reviving in- 
terest. When the school term 
closed—usually along in April, for 
pupils had to stay home and help 
with the spring crops after that— 
and parents had listened attentively 
to their offspring speak their 
pieces,” a general spelling bee was 
likely to follow the program. May- 
be parents were pitted against 
youngsters, or maybe sides were 
chosen and young and old mixed; 
sometimes fathers and sons vied 
with mothers and daughters, while 
the schoo] ma’am gave out the 
words. | 


When the pupils behaved fairly 
well during the week and left the 
teacher feeling kindly, quite often 
Friday afternoons were given over 
to spelling matches; perhaps, as 
much as anything, because minds 
lagged after the week's work, and 
Saturday's activities ahead led to 
anticipatory wool-gathering. The 
teacher chose two leaders, who in 
turn either pulled straws or 
matched hands for first choice of 
spellers, In ma hands, also

T present the system is for the

That takes away 
the next speller’s advantage in 
knowing how not to spell the word, 
but it is a bit unfair also since it 
doesn’t settle whether or not he 
could spell it, either. We recall 
shivering in our boots in rural bees 
while some word like “onomato- 
poeia” came wabbling toward us on 
misspelling after misspelling, and 
we hoped to goodness someone did 
get it right before it reached us, 
because we certainly couldn't spell 
it. On the other hand, the word 
we got might be easy, and we'd get 
by as a better speller than the rest, 
and smirk complacently at our less 
erudite fellows who couldn’t spell 
so simple a ward as onamo 
onomoto...ona... ; well, who 
had to sit down.

Generally now a list of words is 
made out in advance, instead of 
the caller proceeding at random 
through the “Old Blue-Back” and 
giving the first word on which the 
eye alights. There are and never 
have been any rules, however, and 
that is what makes spelling bees 
so popular as a pastime. There are 
all sorts of variations, and words 
may be selected because Of group 
relationship, such as those pertain- 
ing to the theater, mathematics, pol- 
itics or cooking. Or instead of 
“moving up” or “spelling down,” a 
list of words can be compiled and 
each contestant given say 5 marks 
for every word properly spelled, 
with a prize for the first to get 100, 
or 1000, if the party lasts that late. 


Written spelling bees are best 
worked on that basis of marking, 
and in them everyone has a chance 


* at the same words, so a fairer in- 


dication of the best speller is ob- 
tained.

And 
occasionally small children will be 
spelling marvels, although they 
won't know what the word is all 
about. 

That is because much of the 
spelling is a matter of memory, and 
those who have been coached by 
rote or have photographic minds 
retain the words. The photograph- 
ic mind speller can usually be 
spotted in a spelling bee. . He, or 
she, gets a glazed faraway look in 
the eyes, as if he is recalling the 
particular page and spot in the 
speller or dictionary where the 
word was last seen. What he is 
doing is picturing the word, trying 
to see it before him. Ask him, off 
the roster, to spell a word, and he 
will write it down to be positive, be- 
cause he goes by the looks to know 
whether it is right. 

For a couple of years, now, spell- 
ing contests have been creeping 
back into popularity, and about a 
year ago the radio took it up, after 
contests between colleges and intra- 
mural organizations had aroused a 
lot of interest.. Last. year Station 
KSD started a contest between 
schools of high school standing, 
with seven participating, This year 
17 public and private schools in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County are tak- 
ing part, with the co-operation of 
Board of Education, and pri- 
vate and county school authorities. 

Contestants are volunteer candi- 
dates at each high schoo}, and from 
their ranks a team of eight is se- 
lected by elimination, to represent 
the school, Each Saturday two 
teams are eliminated, after which 
the winners meet in quarterfinals, 
then in semifinals, and on April 30 
in the finals, when the interscho- 
lastic winner will be chosen.
